THE SESSION. 
ALTHOUGH shorn of the Regal pomp and circumstance which 
accompany the opening of our great legislative council, the 
present Session commences with a mora! solemnity and a sug- 
gestiveness of important coming events such as have not 
characterised the inauguration of Parliament for several years, 
We have been accustomed of late to look forward to the Speech 
from the Throne as a document which has puzzled its concoctors, 
inasmuch as it has been their task to endeavour to say something 
when, in fact, they had nothing tosay, If Ministers were able to 
announce formally the advent of a single measure, the paragraph 
which contained that statement has assumed an aspect almost 





ludicrous, and political critics have sneered at the hand-to- 
mouth policy of a Government which appeared to trust to the 
chapter of accidents, and to wait for something to turn up to 
enable them decently to occupy the time of the Legislature from 
February to the end of July. In the present instance, it has 
needed no specific mention in the Queen’s Speech to indicate 
what must be the chief care and the principal matter for dis- 
cussion in the coming Session, Unless a diplomatic miracle 
occur, our Parliament this year will have to consider 
the question of war in all its melancholy bearings, and 
with all its anxious and distressing consequences, as the 
first and main object connected with the national weal, 





It is true that a subject so important, and on the face of it so 
engrossing, will probably not entirely interfere with the conduct 
of domestic legislation ; but in such acase it is inevitable that, 
even if the Government had projected measures involving 
changes of moment and principles of weight, they must sink 
and disappear before the absorbing interest and necessity of a 
war policy, Earl Russell cannot have forgotten the painful 
and lamentable collapse of his efforts to pass a Reform Bill 
even of the mildest kind, nor can Mr, Gladstone fail to remember 
how he was baffled in his gallant attempts at introducing a 
peace Budget and to bring the expenditure on abnormal fleets 
and armies within the ordinary revenue of the year, while the war

The House of Representatives has passed a bill imposing a duty of 
two cents on cotton and an additional duty of 40 cents per gallon on 
imported spirits. 

General Roseeranz has been appointed to command the district of 
Missouri. 

General Banks had issued a proclamation declaring that more than 
one tenth of the population of Louisiana desired to return to the 
Union, abrogating the State laws concerning slavery, and ordering that 
a convention shall revise the State Constitution, and that members 
of Congress shall be elected. 

Thomas Francis Meagher has delivered a panegyrie on General 
Corcoran beforé a large Irish audience at the Cooper Institute, New 
York. His numerous references to the Fenian Brotherhood were 
loudly cheered. 

The Confederate Congress have resolved that persons who furnished 
substitutes will not be exempt from military service. It also passed 
a resolution pledging the Confederates to perpetual resistance. 

It was asserted that some Confederates had assembled at Point 
Pelée, in Canada, for the purpose of rescuing the Confederate 
prisoners confined on Johnson's Island, in Lake Erie, and that a 
detachment of British troops had been sent to watch their movements.

The London detectives have been successful in hunting dowii 
some of the fire-raisers who have lately done so much damage on the York- 
shire Wolds, On Wednesday week a man named Sterwood was taken before 
the magistrates at Great Driffield, in the Hast Riding, and charged with four 
distinct cases of fire-raising. The evidence was sufficient to induce the magis- 
trates to commit the prizoner for trial. 

Mr. Carruthers, of Inverness, began, in the

was quite full, and the audience testified, by frequent bursts of applause 
throughout the delivery of the lecture, their hearty appreciation of its merite. 


Last Saturday a portion of the stores of the steam-ship 
Great Eastern, which have been recently seized at the suit of Mr. Parry, ship- 
store merchant, of Leadenhall-street, London, for a balance of upwards of

order of the Court of Queen's Bench. The articles sold consisted of the 
exciseable stores only. With the usual fatality that has attended this ship, 
the attendance of buyers was small, and great bargains were made, For 
example, the tea, which was said to be of excellent quality, brought from 8d, 
to 10d, per lb., whilst one of the lots of ale, consisting of forty dozen quarts, 
was knocked down for 10s,

STRATFORD-ON-AVON.—At a meeting of gentlemen, which was held in 
London on the 28th ult, for the purpose of hearing a statement from the 
Mayor of Stratford-on-Avon respecting the proceedings of the committee at 
that town, it was resolved, “ That it is expedient that a London committee 
be formed in aid of the Stratford.on-Avon committee,” This proposal was laid 
before a meeting of the Stratford committee on the 29th ult. and unanimously 
adopted. An office has been opened at No. 2, Exeter Hall, Strand, for the 
receipt of subscriptions in aid of the objects of the festival, where inf >rmation 
as to the gencral arrangements may be obtained.—On Wednesday, at the 
meeting of the committee (Dr. Kingsley in the chair) the chairman , eported 
that the theatrical arrangements were nearly completed and tit fall pro- 
grammes would be shortly published.

THE DisTRESs IN THE NoRTH.—The weekly meeting of the 
Central Relief Committee was held at the Townhall, Manchester, on Monday, 
Sir J. K. Shuttleworth presided. The hon. secretary reported that £1293 had 
been received during the week, including £1000 from the Society of Friends, 
and that the balance in bank was £195,802. Six parcels of clothing had been 
received, and one sack of potatoes. One parcel of clothing, twenty-two barrels 
of flour, and one sack of potatoes had been sent off. A remittance of £35 had 
been received from the British residents in Mexico. Mr, Commissioner Farnall 
reported that on the 23rd ult. there was an increase in the number of persons 
receiving parochial relief in the twenty-seven unions of the cottoh-mana- 
facturing districts, as compared with the number fo relieved in the previous 
week, of 144. There were onthe 24rd ult. 147,309 persons receiving parochial 
relief in the twenty-seven unions adverted to ; in the corresponding week in 
1862, 74,835 persons were eo relieved. In the corresponding week of 1863, 
235,125 persons received parochial relief. Thus the pauperiem of this woek is 
87,816 less in mumber than that of the corresponding week of last year. A 
reference to the etntistics of pauperiem for this week will show that 15,580 
ab!e-bodied men received outdoor relief within the district. This is a decrease 
of 241, as compared with the able-bodied men who received outdoor relief 
during the previons week. Grants were made from the general fund :—To 
Preson, £1209; Hurst, £300; Ashton, £2000; Droylsden, £200; Tintwistle, 
£250; Dukinfield, £250; Stalybridge, £2500 ; s and district, £350 ;

THE WAR IN SCHLESWIG. 


RENDSBURG, Feb. 4, 3.18 p.m.—In the attack made by the Austrians | 


yesterday upon Oberselk, on the Dannewerk, heavy artillery was used, 
supported by riflemen. The Austrians made 200 prisoners, and cap- 
tured one gun. A council of war was held last night. The 
operations against Missunde are being continued to-day. 

Bea.in Feb. 4.—The following despatch has been received from 
Field Marshal von Wrangel, dated Prussian Head-quarters, at Damen- 
dorf, Schleswig, Feb. 4. The Austrian vanguard, led by General von 
Gablenz in person, with the vanguard of the Prussian division of the 
Guards advanced against Schleswig yesterday. At the third charge 
with the bayonet the Gondrecourt Brigade repulsed the Danes posted 
between Lottorf (?) and Gottorf, and stormed Kiénigsberg and 
Oberselk. The attacking force captured a rifled gun and penetrated 
until beneath the fire of the cannon arming the Dannewerk. The 
losses were not inconsiderable, 

COPENHAGEN, Feb, 4, 8.25 p.m.—Up to eleven a.m. to-day nothing 
of importance had occurred at the seat of war. Only a slight artil- 
lery engagement had taken place. The Faedreland of to-day pub- 
lishes the following telegram :—‘ The Prince of Augustenburg has 
been proclaimed in the market-place of Eckernférde, in the duchy of 
Schleswig, in the presence of the Prussian troops, who are advancing 
under the pretence of maintaining the London protocol. The Mayor 
of Eckernforde was driven away.” 

KIEL, Feb. 4, Evening.—Later intelligence states that Busdorf has 
not been taken by the Austrians, but only the outer line of intrench- 
ments, 

ScHLESwiG, Feb. 4, 1 p.m.—The attack was continued to-day with- 
out making much impression on scarcely any part of the Danish line. 
Grenades fall on this side, and one has fallen into the town. The 
King has left this place. 2 p.m.—The firing has now ceased, 

Renpssurd, Feb. 5.—In the attack upon Jagel the day before 
yesterday the Austrian Brigade Gondrecourt lost 400 men, with 
many superior officers. Two persons, named Hardesvogt and 
Blauenfeld, offered themselves as guides, but conducted the Prussian 
troops against the Austrians. Both parties fired into eaclfother.

NAVAL AND MILITARY INTELLIGENCE, 
WAR OFFICE. 
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Captain Weir, Dr. Turnbull, and Lieutenant Fitzsimon, of the 
Inniskilling Dragoons, have been placed upon half pay. 


A partial trial was made on Tuesday, at Portsmouth Dock- 
yard, of a folding boat, intended by the inventor to use with troop or emigrant 
ships. The boat is flat-bottomed, with pointed ends, and will carry fifty people 
at a very light draught of water. Its great merits appear to be the very small 
space twenty euch boats would occupy when folded up and stowed away on 
board ship and the large amount of boat accommodation which would thus be 
available in the event of disaster.

ANNUAL TRIAL OF RIFLE, 

Captain St. John Mildmay, of the National Rifle Asoofation, has just i «cd 
the conditions under which the trial of rifles of réspeetive miaieers will be 
governed, and which has been announced to take place’on the 23rd inst 
the Royal Arsenal, Wooiwich. The subject is crenting mich ifiterest, + 
merely among the rival competitors, but also with a large portion of t 
volnnteer force, The following are the conditions, as framed by the National 
Rifle Arsociation :;— 

1. Each competitor will furnish six rifles, which will be weighed and gang d 
at the office of the association, between the hours of twelve and five p.m., on 
the day previous to the trial, to ascertain whether the cofiditions of the circular 
dated Ang. 22, 1863, had been complied with. 

2. Three of each description of rifle will be taken indiscriminately for trial. 
These will be numbered from 1 to 3. After the trial of the first three rifies of 
each competitor, the council wil] decide whether the remaining rifles, numbered 
from 4 to 6, shall be tried or not. ye 

8. The order of shooting will be decided by lot. The lots witl-bé Arawn by 
the secretary, in the presence of Colonel Boxer, at least ou¢ month’ previous 
to the day fixed for the commencement of the trial. At thé Same time a 
Government rest will be assigned to each competitor who faay require one. 
Each conipetitor will nee the rest assigned to kim throughout. the trial. 
Every facility will be afforded to competitors by the superintendent of the 
Royal Laboratory, Woolwich, for fitting their slide bars to the rests any time 
previous to the trial. 

4, The trial will commence with letter A No. 1 rifle, and so on, in suc- 

m. When once the trial has commenced the shooting will be continued 
from Gay to day with the letter and number next in order. 

6, The distances fired will be 500 and 1000 yards, commencing at the former 
range. Five trial shots will be allowed at 500 yards and eight at 1000 yards. 
Diagrams of 20 shots from each rifle, giving the mean radial deviation, taken 
in as Hythe, will decide the figure of merit of the rifles. 

6. When diagrams of 20 shots from each rifle shall have been taken at 500 

and 1000 yards, the mean radial deviation of all the rifies of each description 
fired will decide the merit of the different rifies and determine the successful 
competitor. 
7. Competitors must either be present themselves, or appoint somej one to 
be present, at the target when the diagrams of their respective shootings are 
taken off. They must satisfy themselves that each shot is faithfully placed on 
the diagram, The diagram will then be signed at the target by the com- 
petitor, by the keeper of the diagram, and by a member of the council. 

8. Nocleaning out after trial shots, or daring the twenty recorded shots, 
will be allowed. 

9, Mechanically fitting loading-rods may be uscd. 

10. Should any competitor fail to make with his first three rifles a mean 
figare of merit of ‘75 at'500 yards, he will be disqualified from all further com- 
petition. Should a competitor fail to make with his first three rifies a mean 
figure of merit of 2°77 at 1000 yards, he will be disqualified from further com- 
petition at that distance. 

11. Competitors may use the clinometer to take the angle of clevation, 
which will be recorded by an officer appointed for that purpose. The 
clinometer may also be used to re-adjust the angle of elevation during the 
trial, but only in the presence of this officer, and with the sanction of a member 
of the council.

Of these, thirty will be purchased by the association, and the remaining thirty 
will be returned to the maker at the conclusion of the competition for the 
second stage of the Queen's prize. 

15. The trial will commence at Woolwich on Tneeday, Feb. 23, at eleven 
o'clock, at which hour the competitors first in rotation must have their rifles 
adjusted and ready to fire, Competitors failing to comply with this rule will 
be disqualified.

which we published at the beginning of last year, he mentioned that | 


the company were then devoting their energies to the formation of 
this supplementary canal, without which the construction of the 
Grand Maritime Canal would be next to impossible; and in a recent 
Number we announced its completion. Fresh water from the Nile is 
now carried through canals to Suez, vid Zagazig and Lake Timsah, a

distance of about 130 miles, of which eighty miles has either been 
made or restored by the company. The advantages of an abundant 
supply of sweet water to the rapidly-increasing town of Suez and its 
shipping are inestimable, independent of the great facilities it will 
afford for the transport of the company’s material and stores and the 
maintenance of the people at work on the maritime canal. 

The inauguration of this important work took place on the 29th of 
December last, a small portion near Suez having been left free of 
water for the purpose. The ceremony of cutting the dam was per- 
formed, in the presence of a large number of people, European and 
native, by Mr. Ruyssenaers, who, in the absence of M. de Lesseps, 
represents the company in Egypt. The French military and naval 
officers and men, from the transports lying in the roads, mustered in 
force ; their fine appearance end bearing giving acertain brilliancy to 
the scene, and contrasting singularly with the dusky groups of Arabs 
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who lined the canal banks, watching the proceedings with rather more 
interest than an Arab generally is capable of. Sweet water in Suez 
has hitherto been a precious commodity, and available only to the 
rich, The assembly afterwards adjourned to a large shed, tastefully 
decorated with emblematical devices. Refreshments had been hos- 
pitably provided by the administration, and Mr. Ruyssenaers took 
occasion to address the visitors in a few pointed sentences, in which 
he sketched the progress of the works from its commencement, and 
congratulated the world upon the general suceess that had been the 
result of their labours. He prefaced his remarks by a graceful allu- 
sion to the distinguished public services of the late Lieutenant 
Waghorn, who originated and established the “overland route” to 
India. A dinner and ball at Schembri’s Suez Hotel concluded the 
festivities. 

Unfortunately, the dyke at the Suez end of the canal has since 
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given way, and a considerable quantity of water has b2en lost ;

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OPENING OF THE IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 


HOUSE OF LORDS.—Tuvurspay, 

The fifth Seasion of the sixth Parliament of Queen Victoria was opened this 
day by Royal Commission, the Commissioners being—the Lord Chancellor, 
the Duke of Argyll, the Earl of St. Germans, Viscount Sydney, and Lord 

of Alderley. 

At two o'clock the Royal Commissioners, in their official robes, took their 
seata at the foot of the throne, when the Lord Chancellor directed Sir Augustus 
Clifford, Usher of the Black Rod, to the GC in order to their 
hearing the Royal Commission for the meeting of Parliament read. 

At this moment there were only ten Peers present, inclading Lord Redesdale, 
Lord Saye and Sele, the Earl of Cardigan, and five Bishops, 

The back benches on the Opposition side of the house and the left gallery 
were, however, occupied with ladies. Several members of the House of 
Commons occupied seats in the galiery specially appropriated to them. 

In a few minutes the Speaker, preceded by the Serjeant-at-Arms and fol- 
lowed by a large number of the representatives of the Lower House, appeared 
at the bar, when the commission ordering the assembling of Parliament was 
read. 


THE QUEEN'S SPEBCH. 
The Lord Chancellor then read her Majesty's Speech, which was as follows :— 
My LORDs AND GENTLEMEN, 

We are commanded to assure you that her Majesty has great satisfaction in 
recurring again to the advice and assistance of her Parliament. 

Her Majesty is confident that you will share her feeling of gratitude to 
Almighty God on account of the Princess of Wales having given birth toa 
son—an event which has called forth from her faithful people renewed 
demonstrations of devoted loyalty and attachment to her person and family. 

The state of affairs on the Continent of Europe has been the cause of great 
anxiety to her Majesty. The death of the late King of Denmark brought into 
immediate application the stipulations of the Treaty of May, 1852, concluded 
by her Majesty, the Emperor of Austria, the Emperor of the French, the King 
of Pruasia, the Emperor of Russia, the King of Sweden, and afterwards acceded 
to by the King of Hanover, the King of Saxony, the King of Wirtemberg, the 
King of the Belgians, the King of the Netherlands, the Queen of Spain, the 
King of Portugal, and the King of Italy. 

That treaty declared that it is conducive to the preservation of the balance 
of power, and of the peace of Europe, that the integrity of the Danish 
monarchy should be maintained, and that the several territories which have 
hitherto been under the sway of the King of Denmark should continue s0 to 
remain; and for this purpose it was agreed that, upon the death of the late 
King and of his uncle Prince Frederick without issue, his present Majcsty 
King Christian 1X. should be acknowledged as succeeding to all the dominions 
then united under the sceptre of his Majesty the King of Denmark. 

Her Majesty, actuated by the same desire to preserve the peace of Europe 
which was one of the declared objects of all the Powers who were parties to 
that treaty, has been unremitting in her endeavours to bring about a peaceful 
settlement of the differences which on ‘this matter have arisen between 
Germany and Denmark, and to ward off the dangers which might follow from 
a beginning of warfare in the north of Europe ; and her Majesty will continue 
her efforts in the interest of peace. 

The barbarous murders and cruel assaults committed in Japan upon sub- 
jects of her Majesty rendered it necessary that demands should be made upon 
the Japanese Government, and upon the daimio by whose retainers some of 
those outrages were committed. 

The Government of the Tycoon complied with the demand made upon them 
by her Majesty's Government, and, full satisfaction having been made, the 
friendly relations between the two Governments have continued unbroken, 
Bat the daimio Prince of Satzuma refused to ccmply with the just and mode- 
rate demands which were made upon him. 

His refusal rendered measures of coercion necessary, and her Majesty regrets 
that, while those measures have brought this daimio to an agreement for com- 
pliance, they led incidentally to the destruction of a considerable portion of 
the town of Kagosima. 

Papers on this subject will be laid before you. 

The insurrection which broke out last year among some portion 
native inhabitants of New Zealand still unfortunately continues, bat 
reason to hope that it will, before long, be put down, 

Her Majesty commands us to inform you that ehe has concluded a treaty 
with the Emperor of Austria, the Emperor of the French, the King of Prussia, 
and the Emperor of Russia, by which her Majesty consents to give up the pro- 
tectorate of the Ionian Islands, and also agrees to the annexation of those 
islands to the kingdom of Greece. This treaty shall be laid before you. Her 
Majesty is also negotiating a treaty with the King of the Hellenes for regu- 
lating the arrangemeuts connected with the union of the Ionian Islands with 
the kingdom of Greece. 

GENTLEMEN OF THE HOUSE OF ComMONS, 

Her Majesty has desired the Estimates for the ensuing year to be laid 
before you. They have been prepared with every aitention to cconomy and 
with a due regard to the efficiency of the public service. 

My LORDS AND GENTLEMEN, 

Her Majesty commands us to inform you that the condition of the country 
is, on the whole, satisfactory. The revenue has fully realised its expected 
amount; the commerce of the United Kingdom is increasing ; and, while the 
distress in the manufacturing districts has been in some degree lessened, there 
is reasom to look forward to an increased supply of cotton from various 
countries which have hitherto bat scantily furnished our manufacturers with 
this material for their industry. 

Her Majesty has directed that a commission shall be issued for the purpose 
of revising the various forms of subscription and declaration required t» be 
made by the clergy of the Established Church. A copy of that commission will 
be laid before you. 

Various measures of public usefulness wf] be submitted! to your consideration. 

Her Majesty commits with confidence the great interests of the country to 
your wisdom and care; she fervently prays that the blessing of Almighty God 
may attend your deliverations and prosper your councils for the advancement 
of the welfare and happiness of her loyal and faithful people.

not in Burope at this moment a single friend, but that our menaces were 
disregarded and our remonstrances treated with contemptuous indifference

good understanding with France, 
Emperor of the French must be the most forgiving of Potentates, because 
there was hardly a question on which we had not thwarted his policy and 
placed him in a position painful to his own feelings and humiliating to the 
pride of his country. We had thwarted him in reference to a co-operation in 
the affairs of Mexico, in his desire for a recognition of the Confederate Siates, 
and in respect to Poland, With regard to the latter country, the conduct of 
the Government had been cruel and an aggravation of their sufferings, 
as we had encouraged them by our sympathy and our despatches to Russia to 
continne the struggle without intending to lend them a helping hand, Then, 
again, what treatment had the Emperor of the French received when he 
proposed a congress of the great Powers of Europe? He concurred with Earl 
Russell that there were great difficulties in the way of the accomplishment of 
that object, and that those difficulties had not been sufficiently con- 
templated by the Emperor of the French; but if there was any country 
lees entitled to send an abrupt, blunt refasal to take part in the 
congress it was England, as she had no question of importance to her which 
could be submitied to, and disposed of by, such a congress. The course for 
her Majesty’s Government to have pur-ued was to have recognised the laudable 
and beneficent intentions of the Emperor, and to have expressed a readiness 
to co-operate with him, provided we received an assurance that those 
countries whose interests would be affected were willing to be guided by the 
results arrived at by the congress. If anything was wanting to add to 
the discourtery with which the Emperor had been treated, it was the fact 
that the first intimation he received of the reply of the English Cabinet was 
obtained by reading the despatch in the 7imes newspaper. He came now to 
the pesition of affairs in Denmark and Germany, and he thought the simple 
question turned upon how far Denmark had or bad not fulfilled her engage- 
ment at under no circumstances would she incorporate Schleswig with U 
Danish monarchy. But the whole case presented such a multitude of com- 
plications and contradictions that he hardly knew how to deal with it. Austria 
and Prussia were acting professedly in recognition of the ‘l'reaty of London, and, 
having been out-voted by the Diet, they had taken the matter into their own 
hands, The King of Prussia had taken up arms in strenuous defence of con- 
stitutional righ and the two great German Powers were now carrying on a 
war against Denmark, on conditions and for objects totally distinct from those 
contemplated by the Diet. He believed that the position in which the whole 
question had been placed was one which a litle firmmess, good manage- 
ment, and good temper, ought to have settled without an appeal 
to arms. It could not have dificult to ascertain if the 
parties were willing to listen to reason; whether certain engagements, which 
had been entered into by Denmark, had or had not been fulfilied ; or whether 
Prussia and Austria were not demanding more than they were entitied to 
demand under the stipulations of the Treaty of 1852. If the question had 
been confined to this—whether the Danes had fulfiiled their engagements 
to the best of their ability? and if this country had been in a position to 
exercise the influence she ought to exercise, she might have played the part 
of mediator and pacificator, and the whole difficulty might have been ad- 
usted without entailing the horrors of war; but, haying offended Russia, 
ated France, and quarrelled with every other country in Europe, how 
d we expect Germany to recede from her pretensions, however harsh they 
might be? For his own part, he should shrink from a war between England 
and the unitel Powers of Germany as one of the greatest disasters that 
could befall this country, The noble Barl (ituesell) must that night give 
a clear and distinct understanding of the policy the Government were pre- 
pared to take; and he hoped the noble Earl would be able to convinee the 
House that we were not committed by any act, either to a war with Germany 
or to a betrayal of an ally who bad trusted to our protection, With regard to 
Germany itse!?, a war with England would, in his opinion, be most disastrous, 
It would be the breaking up of ties of consanguinity, would retard constita- 
tional progress, excite the elements of revolation throughout Europe, and, 
without casting the slightest imputation upon the probable designs or present 
pretensions of France, it would enable her to become mistress of the position 
and to carry into effect any ambitions project she might entertain, After 
a brief referenee to China and the Ionian Islands, the neble Harl con- 
cluded by intimating that he did not intend to oppose the Address; but, 
at the same time, he had very little confidence in the administration of the 
foreign affairs of the country by the present Government, 


Earl RUSSELL, in defending himself from the attack of Lord Derby, said 
he had always entertained a strong feeling that intervention in the 
internal affairs of a country was not only unjustifiable, bus almost 
always failed in its object, and tended to aggravate the evils it 
was intended to remedy. He believed the whole country approved of the 
policy of non-intervention which the Government had adopted, both in reference 
to Poland and tothe struggle betweem the Pedera! and Confederate States of 
America, With regard to the differences between Germany and Denmark, he 
gave an outline of the circumstances which led to the Treaty of 1852, and then 
proceeded to state that since the death of the late King of Denmark théfe had 
been an ation in Germany, the object of which had not been s0 
much the fulfilment of the engagements entered into by Denmark 
as the succession to the Crown, which was supposed to have been sctiled by the 
Treaty of London. The course which had been taken by the different German 
States was somewhat extraordinary. The King of Denmark could himself 
only proceed in a constitutional way; and he teld his Parliament, through 
the instrumentality of his Minister, that if they expected the in- 
tegrity cf Denmark and the Treaty of London to be observed

They endeavoured to frame the proposition in another 
form, and suggested that there should be a protocol by Great Britain, 
France, Russia, and Sweden, stating that the Danish Government proposed 
the revocation of the Constitution, and giving an undertaking to Austria and 
Prassia that if that Constitution were not immediately revoked [+nmark 
could not rely om the support of the Powers ef Burope. these had 
the concurrence of France, Kussia, and Sweden, except that Sweden, ugh 
assenting to an ext@usion of time, did not agree to advise the revocation of the 
Constitution.

The Government of Austria made an 
official representation as to the necessity of not keeping their armies on the 
Rider in inaction; and they stated that if, after having prepared 
to invade Schleswig they bad stopped, there would have been such 
a commotion in Germany that would have been exposed to 
the risk of civil war.

THE QUEEN'S SPEROH,—THE ADDRESS, 

Her Majesty's Speech having been read from the Chair, 

Lord KB. GROsSVENOR rose to move the Addvecs in answer to the Speech. He 
said that the year before last Parliament had to deplore the death of the ilius- 
tious Prince Consort, Last year Majesty informed them that she had 
given her consent to the wakes of the Prince of Wales, and now they had 
to congratulate her Majesty on the birth of a Prince who, they hoped, would, 
at @ far distant date, ascend the throne of these realms. Adverting to the Schies 
wig-Holetein affair, he said it was a pity the Government of Denmark had not 
dealt more satisfactorily with those States, If it had done so, they would have 
been spared the difficulties which were now hanging over Europe. At the same 
time, he considered that the conduct of Austria and Prussia had been bull) ing 
end most aggressive, He hoped that Austria and Prussia would see before 
long the false step they had taken. The next paragraph in the Address, he 
regretted to state, alluded to war, He expresmed a hope that we were now at 
peace with Japan, and that the dainio who was the cause of the unfortunate 
affair at Kagosima had seen his erior, Her Majesty next alluded to the insur- 
1@ tion in New Zealand, which it might be hoped would soon be at an 
end. The prosperity of the colony continued unimpaired, the insurrection 
being confined to the northern part of the island. Her Majesty next informed 
them of the peaceful treaty relative te the lonian Islands, and he congratu- 
lated the Government upon the easy solution they had found of the difficu' ties 
which had presented themselves, Adyerting to the distress which existed ia 
the manufactaring districts, he was happy ‘o find that it had materially 
decreased, and that, by the introduction of cotton there, those districts had 
become, to some extent, independent of the United States. 

Mr, GUSOHEM, in seconding the motion, adverted to the critical and difficult 
questions surrounding the present meeting of Parliament. He cordially con- 
curred with the loyal expressions which referred to the domestic happiness of 
the Borel family. With regard to the more difficult questions which perplexed 
them, Le expressed a hope that they would be solved by the wisdom of Pariia- 
ment ; and, in reference to the Schleswig-Hoistein affair, he thought that, 
alt there might be difference of opinion as to the result which 
should be arrived at, there might be difficulty as to the means; and he 
trusted that no would be hastily given by this country, for to 
pledge the country te ee pina of non-intervention was to hold out 

ptations to aggressi did not think that the people were ready to say 
that, under ail circumstances, the principle of non-intervention should be 
upheld, or to say that, whatever might occur, it would be impossible to have 
recourse to any means beyond diplomacy. He thougkt it would be a most un- 
fortunate thing if « declaration were made that the Schleswig-Holstein 
question was one with which it was impossible that this country could, under 
circumstances, interfere. At the same time he thought there should be no rash 
interference, Upon this point he thought that the neutrality which had been 
observed by our Government in regard to the American struggle was a sufiicient 
security that they would net unguardedly rush into war in any other cauce. 
Referring to the internal condition of our own country, he considered that 
it had got over the crisis which at one time threatened such disaster in a most 
gratifying and satisfactory manner. There had been some anticipations of a 
commercial disaster in India, but he rejoiced to find from the latest accounts 
that that apprehension had passed away, He trusted that, side by side with 
our prosperity, there might be also a proportionate and parallel advance in 
the condition of our working classes and our population, to whom, living as 

y did in somewhat like historic misery, theiy annual congratulations must 
convey more of irony than of truth.

If 
the Government would frankly appeal to the House of Commons it would 
support it, England had trusted it as one of ability and experience, and it 
expected to be told what the Government thought should be done ; but, if they 
had no policy, they had not fulfilled their duty as Ministers of the Crow n. 

After some delay, 

Lord PALMERSTON said that he had hoped other members would have 
addressed the House, With respect to the conclusions of the right hon. gentle- 
man as to what the Speech ought to have said, he could easily satisfy them. 
The Government had so often told the House its polic y with respect to America 
that it would be mere surplusage to have repeated it. Our relations with 
China were unaltered, and the negotiations with respect to Poland had been 
made public. With respect to the treatment of the Emperor of the French, 
so loudly complained of by the right hon, gentleman, the habits of this 
country were more aye and simple than those of the Continent, and not 
given to indulgence in professions; but he denied that in Earl Russell's reply 
declining the congress there was anything uncivil or discourteous to the 
Emperor of the French, and did not gather that the right hon. gentleman 
would have accepted the proposal, which he styled an adroit manceuvyre, Now, 
the Government did not go so far as to believe it to be one. They believed 
that it would lead to a war if an attempt was to be made to enforce the 
decisions of a congress, and if that was not to be the case then it would lead to 
no practical result. He would, however, affirm that the relations of the two 
Governments were as cordial as ever, and that, a'though differences of opinion 
might, and often must, arise, there had been neithe r jealousy nor loss of cordiality. 
He denied that thé Government was asking the House fora policy. Their policy, 
as stated in the Speech, was to reconcile the differences of Germany and 
Denmark, If the right hon. gentleman had a policy, it must be that the 
Government ought at once to have rushed headlong into war. That was not 
the view of the Government. Their infinence had induced Austria and 
Prussia to adhere to the Treaty of 1852,and within the last few hours they had 
declared that, when their demands were satisfied, they would maintain 
the succession of the Throne and the integrity of Denmark in ao- 
cordance with that treaty. Looking at the question impartially, he must 
tay that the Germans had been guilty of wanton aggression, and that 
the Danes had not fulfilled their obligations. The action of Austria 
and Prussia had restrained the smaller Powers from getting up a revolution, 
and was, so far, more friendly to Denmark, He denied that the Federal Diet 
had the slightest right to dictate who should be Duke of Holstein, With 
respect, to Schleswig, the late Danish Government had attempted to incorpotate 
it; but on the advice of the English Government, had offered to withdraw it 
if allowed time to do so. He regretted that that offer bad not been accepted, 
and that hostilities had been so use‘essly and wantonly provoked. The policy 
of seizing a materiai- guarantee was a most dangerous one, They had 
proposed that, by a protocol to be signed in London, the great Powers 
should guarantee that Denmark should withdraw the common Con- 
stitution, They were told then that it was too late, that the Danish 
Parliament; might not agree, and then the state of affaira would become 
too dan us to be controlled. This occupation was, therefore, most lament- 
able; but Adgtria and Prussia declared that they would abide by the Treaty 
of 1852, and if they did the danger of that course was greatly modified. He 
was sorry that tho Queen’s Spech did not enable the right hon. gentleman 
to move an amendment, but, until he heard the contrary, he should persist in 
believing that the country would approve of and ratify the conduct ef her 
Majesty's Ministers, 

Mr. & PITZGERALD complained that the noble Lord had not given the 
House the’ slightest information with reepect to its policy, except that the 
policy of the Government was to maintain peace, But what were its intentions 
now that its remonstrances were disregarded and hostilities had broken out ? 
It was most painfui for Englishmen to feel that the Government was regarded 
with contempt and its policy derided as one without principle. If a policy 
consisted in writing despatches destitute alike of dignit y or courtesy, then the 
— of the Government was extremely energetic; for the neble Earl the

Foreign Secretary lost no opportunity of alienatir g an ally or making an 
enemy. 

Mr. GRANT DvUrr entered into a most minnte review of the Schleswig- 
Holstein dispute. He believed that the Duke of Augustenborg wae the right- 
ful Duke of Holstein, and probably of Schicewig also. He had little sympathy 
for Denmark, but still less for Austria and Prussia, who were aeeking their own 
selfish objects. He could not believe that the policy of Austria and Prussia would 
satixfy the Germansorsettlethe difficulty. Ife was convineed thatin theend there 
must be a German union and a Scandinavian union; but England had enough 


to do without galvanising old nations into life, or preventing the rise of new 
cones, 

Sir H. VERNEY advocated the cause of the inhabitants of Schleswig and 
Holstein, maintaining that Denmatk had not fulfilled its pledges to them, and, 
unless compelled, would never have done so. 

Mr. HENNESSY made a vigorous appeal on behalf of Poland. He con- 
tended that Rue sia was carrying out a policy of extermination, a policy 
which her Majesty's Government had admicted would justify the interference 
of Europe. He regarded the manner in which the Government had backed out 
of their nego lations as most ignominious. They stated that they had discharged 
their duty by re eegmening, and, having done so, they relied on the humane 
intentions of the Emperor. But the Empezor was the real author of the 
policy carried out by Mouravicff. He warned the Government that the Polish 
question was a festering sore, and, if neglected, would involve Europe in a 
war, aa that of Schleswig was now doing. 

The CHANCELLOR of the EXCHEQUER denied that her Majesty's Government 
had induced Denmark to make concessions. They had done no such thing. 
The sum and substance of the advice given to Denmark was to fulfil her 
engagements. It was impossible to deny the right of the Diet to institute a 
federal execution tp Holstein ; and, as regards this duchy, no concessions had 
been made; and when it was stated that the noble Lord at the héad of the 
Government bad told Denmark that it would not stand alone, they must Jook 
to the circamstances under which that declaration was made, and it would be 
seen that they referred to ings on the part of Germany very different to 
what was now the case. hen the Germans were threatening force to obtain 
concessions to which they bad no claim, which was totally different to using 
force to exact rights which they had a title to demand, 

Lord J, MANNERS said the Foreign Minister in the other House had stated 
that he placed no reliance on the declaration of Austria and Prussia that they 
would adhere to the Treaty of 1862, and that it was beyond his capacity to 
eay what would be the results of the hostilities now going wm. The noble 
Lord at the head of the Government had represented this declaration in a 
very different light, and he wished to know which the public was to believe ? 

Mr. PEACOCK wished to know what steps would be taken to pit a stop to 
the outrages committed by the cruisers of the Federal States of Anterica on 
British merehant vessels. He also complained that the proceedings of the 
Government with respect to the steam-rams at Liverpool had been at 
the dictation of the Federal Government. 

Mr. H. BAILLIB made similar complaints. 

#ir J, PAKENGTON sald that, if the statement of Karl Russell in the other 
house was correct, the noble Lord at the head of the Goverument had 
misled this House with respect to the declaration of Austria and Prussia. That 
declaration was followed by provisos which made its effect very different to 
the impression conveyed by the noble Lord.

If the Guvern- 
ment decided upon entering into a great war in the eyo state of our Army 
and Navy be believed that they would sacrifice the best blood of the country

SCIENTIFIC NEWS 


ZINC-EvHYL is a transparent liquid, which ignites on contact 
with air, MM. Alexeyeff and Beilstein have submitted to the Academy of 
Sciences at Paris a mew and simple method of preparing this remarkable sub- 
stance. ‘Toamixture of zinc turnings and iodide of ethyl add some grains of a 
pulverised alloy of zinc and sodium When once the reaction is estab ished, 
the zinc turnings attack as readily the iodide of ethy] as does the alloy of zinc 
and sodium, and the reaction is accomplished with great. rapidity. The authors 
state that, by this means, zinc-ethyl may be prepared in a short time in simple 
glass bulba, without the expl-yment of expensive apparatus, 


GLACIAL ACTION.—In a communication by Professor Hind, of 
Toronto, Canada, recently read at a meeting of the Geological Society, he adverted 
to the beaches and terraces about the great lakes, and considered their origin to 
be sinmilar to that suggested by Mr. Jamieson for the parallel roads of Glen Roy. 
The formation of anchor-ice in the Gulf of St. Lawrence, and at the heads of 
rapids in the great river itself, was alluded to as one of the means by which 
river-beds may be excavated. The paralleliem of escarpments in America, at 
great distances apart, and at elevations varying from 600 to 3000 feet above 
the sea, was next described, and their symmetrical arrangements suggested to 
be the result of glacial rivers undermining the soft strata of sedimentary rocks 
in advance of the glacial mass iteelf, These escarpmente were also thought to 
represent different and clovely-succeeding glacial epochs. 


ELECTRICITY AS A REMEDY FOR TETANUS (LOCK-JAW).—M 
Matteucci having heard that the use of the electric current had been recom- 
mended in treating hydrophobia, bas recently made a communication to the 
Acaden:y of Sciences (Vel. LV LII., No. 3) in which he refers to experiments made 
many years ago by M. Nobili and himself on the nervous system of frogs. He 
says that it is certain that a nerve which bas acquired, either by interrupted 
currents, or by the continuous inverse current, the property of exciting tetanic 
contraction loags that property immediately so soon as it is submitted anew to 
a continuous current. By analogy, theretore, these philosophers were led to 
think that tetanus might be assimilated, in regard to the state of the nerves, 
to an animal through which there has been made to pass either interrupted 
currenis or an inverse continuous current, and, consequently, to hope that the 
continuous passage of a direct current in 4 person seized with tetanus would 
produce the cessation or diminution of the contraction. Im 1838, the eminent 
Italian statesman Farini, then a physician, subjected a person suffering from 
tetanus to an electric current from a voltaic battery of thirty paira. The 
patient became free from violent shocks, was able to open and shat his mouth, 
and the circulation and respiration seemed to be re-cetablshed, The 
shocks returned, and beneficial effects resulted from the rc-application of the 
electric current ; but, unfortunately, after a while the remedy became ineffi- 
cacious. M, Mattencei strongly urges the necessity of further researches on 
the value of electricity as a therapeutic agent, 








CHRISTMAS DAY JERUSALEM.—The Monde publishes, on 
the authority of two letters from its correspondent iu the Holy Land, the fol- 
lowing account of deplorable ecenes of violence and disorder which occurred 
at Bethlehem on Christmas Day, caused, according to the writer, by the 
fanatician of the Greek Christians against the Latins :—*‘ According to the 
nenal practice, the Latin: Patriarch and bis clergy assembled about noon on 
Deo, 24 at the Patriarchal Seminary of Beit-Jhaja, and went thence in grand 
procession, accompanied by an immenee crowd, to the church of St. Mary ad 
Presepe, or, rather, of St. Helena, through which the Latins have only a dis- 
puted right of passage to the smal! church of St. Catherine, where the vespers for 
Christanas Eve were solemnly chanted, Afterwards ceme the night service, 

celebrated pontifically by the Patriarch, assisted by his clergy. After the 
midnight mass, the Patriarch, bearing a cradle supposed to contain the infant 
Jeena, went in solemn procession to the Grotto of the Nativity and 
deposited the cradle on the stone which marks the very spot where 
the Saviour was born. The ‘Gloria in excelsis’ and the ‘Te Deum’ 
were next sung. Masses were then eaid at the altar of the Magi 
until the time appointed for the Greeks to enter the grotto and chant 
their liturgy ; after which the Latin masses were again resumed, and 
continved during the morning. At half-past eleven, while a Franciscan 
monk was engaged in celebrating masa, the Superior of the Greek convent 
entered the grotto and complained of the Latins keeping possession of the 
altar solopg. A Latin monk having refused to allow him to advance until the 
conclosion of the service, the Superior rushed into the Church of St. Helena, 
belonging to the Greeks, ordered the bella to be rung, and called on his co- 
réligionists to drive out the Latins. He was heard to exclaim, ‘ Kill four or five 
those dogs! we will hoid you blameless.’ A fierce conflict then ensued between 
the Latins and the Greeks in the choir of the Church ye § rt Helena, in K , 
of all the efforts of the Latin Patriarch to t ench 
At last. however, the Mussulman Mulzelim, of Bethichem, arrived with 2 - 
armed force and toon got the mastery of the Greeks, thovgh they resisted 
violently at first. Two Latin monks were slightly wounded is the fray. Four 
of the Greck party were also wounded, and among them the Su of the 
conflict, who had been the cause of the conflict. Iu the evening twenty-five 
Bashi-Bazouks were sent to Bethlehem by the Pacha at Jerusalem, accompanied 
by three officials, empowered to hold an inquiry into the aflair and bring the 
guilty parties to justice.”

NEW DRINKING-FOUNTAIN AND PAROCHIAL 
SCHOOLS, CHATHAM. 


Most towns of any size and importance have at least one 
drinking-fountain. Chatham has two of these blessings to the thirsty 
wayfarer. The smaller of the Chatham fountains is due to the 
liberality of Mr. E. Winch, in the front wall of whose brewery it is 
placed.

It is more than three years 
since the erection of a dri 
ing-fountain for Chatham was 
mooted by some of the leadin 
inhabitants of the place; an 
it was felt that there could be 
no more suitable spot for it than 
that on which it now stands, as 
most of the men employed in 
the Government i ts 
a by it on their way to and 
rom work. The project was 
not very warmly taken up until 
the death of the Prince rt, 
when the are of paying 
some special mark of resi 
to his memory in a town which 
had been so long and so inti- 
mately connected with the Sove- 
reign and the Government of the 
country became one of great public 
interest, and the fountain project 
received a stimulus from becoming 
associated with it. A subscription- 
list was opened, and a committee 
formed, of which the Rev. 8. 
Arnott, Vicar of St. Mary’s, con- 
sented to act as secretary. Archi- 
tects were invited to furnish 
designs, and one by Mr, G. E. 
Street was accepted. After a 
while the erection was com- 
menced, the Admiralty having 
contributed a considerable sum 
towards the expenses. ‘Tlie com- 
mittee worked to some extent by 
faith, not having in hand nearly 
the amount required; and so it 
came to pass that before the 
fountain was completed the work 
had to be stopped and boarded up 
to wait for more prosperous times. 
Thus it remained for several 
months, an eyesore and a reproach 
to the inhabitants. At length 
James Budden, Esq., Captain of 
the Chatham Rifle Corps, a very 
liberal and public-spirited man, 
—— £100, and engaged to 
me answerable for any further 
sum which might be required. 
Then the fountain was quickly 
completed, and on Wednesday, 
the 28th of October, it was opened 
with great eclat by General Sir 
F. Smith, the member for 
Chatham, 
We have dwelt thus long upon 
the fountain because it is the 
most recent, although by no 
means the most important, feature 
in our Engraving. In point of 
size as well os of public utility, 
the parochial schools claim a far 
share of attention, more, 
indeed, than we have now space 
te give them. These schools, in- 
tended for the population attached to the mother church of 
Chatham (in which town and Brompton there are now tbree 
churches besides the old ish church of St. Mary), were erected 
in the year 1860, after designs by Mr. G, E. Street, of Russell- 
square. The buildings, which embrace three schoolrooms, a 
classroom, and house of residence adjoining for the teachers, 
and afford accommodation for about 300 children, cost about 
£2400—this sum including the fencing of the ground and all 
incidental expenses. The contractor was Mr. Wilkins, of 
Chatham. The site was granted by Government on a lease of 999 years. 
The Admiralty, the War Department, and the India Board made con- 
tributions in aid of the buildings, which were erected by voluntary 
donations, assisted by a grant from the Committee of Council on 
Education. The Chapter of Rochester, who are patrons of the 
living of Chatham, were also liberal donors. The schools were opened 
in the year 1861, and are now maintained at a cost of about £170 per 
annum, under the direction of a body of managers.

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LECTERN IN NEW COLLEGE CHAPEL, OXFORD, 


‘An Eagle Lectern, of which we give an Engraving, has re- 
cently been presented to New College by the Senior Fellow, the 
Rev. W. Bigg Wither. It is the work b amateur, the Rev, R, 
Baker, of Hargrave, Northamptonshire, Curate of Shelton, Bedford- 
shire, who exercises his art for the benefit of the restoration-fund 
of Hargrave Church. The bird is studied from the living eagle, and is 
almost a reproduction of the one exhibited in the International 
Exhibition of 1862. The lectern was designed by Mr. E. F. Law, of 
| Northampton, and was highly appreciated by the committee of the 
Northamptonshire Architectural Society. t consists of a centre 
octagonal pedestal, upon the cap of which the eagle stands with

WE have already announced the breaking up of the European 
Chinese naval force, under the command of Commodore Sherard 
Osborn, Captain R.N., and stated the reasons which led to the pro- 
and we now give, on the preceding page, an Engraving 
the departure of the Pekin from Chefoo, Shantung. 
squadron rendezvoused at Chefoo early in October last. It 
consisted of the “ Keangsoo,” despatch paddle-steamer, 300-horse 
power, 6 guns (flag-ship), Captain C. S. Forbes, R.N.; Pekin, 
screw, 200-horse power, 8 guns, Captain H. T. Burgoyne, R.N., 
second in command; Amoy, gun-boat, 80-horse power, 4 guns, 
Commander Arthur Salwey, R.N Kwangtung, paddle, 4 guns, 
150-horse power, Commander Allen Young; China, screw, 150-horse 
power, 8 guns, Commander Noel Osborn, R.N. ; Tien-Tsin, screw, 
80-horse power, 4 guns, Commander Nicolas; Thule, screw-yacht, 
69-horse power, 4 guns, Commander Cruickshanks. The store-ship 
Ballarat was left at Shang under the command of Commander 8. 
Moriarty, R.N. The squadron remained at Chefoo waiting the arrival 
of the Commodore from Peki ng, to which place he had gone imme- 
diately on his arrival in China, to confer with Prince Kung relative 
to the future movements of the squadron. On the 13th of November 
the Commodore returned from the north with orders for the whole 
force to be broken up and certain ships to return to England, the 
remainder to proceed to Bombay to pay off, and their crews to return 
home. Our Engraving shows the Pekin leaving the island of Kung- 
z-Tau (Chefoo), on the 2ist of November—the men of the 
China and the Incolent (her Britannic Ms njest y's gun-boat) stationed 
at that i nanning r rig _— and cheering. 
Nothing could exceed the kindness of the Toutai of 
in fact, of all tl nese, during the two months the sl were at 
I The heartiest good feeling existed between Lieutenant 
N., and his crew in her Majesty’s gun-boat Insolent with 
men of the European Chinese Naval Force.

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ontnumbered, and, after a considerable resistance, were driven out of it, 
with the loss of two officers killed and about forty men killed and 
wounded. The71st Highland Light Infantry, who had only just returned 
to camp from their twenty-four hours’ picket duty, were immediately 
got under arms, and in less than half an hour were formed at the 
bottom of the hill, below the work. A few moments having been 
allowed them for rest, the order was given to advance. The nature of 
the ground rendered it impossible for men to move with anything 
like rapidity ; but nothing could equal their steadiness, in spite of the 
murderous fire of the enemy from the heights. The gallant Colonel 
of the regiment, who was severely wounded, was the first man to 
enter the work. The enemy stood a moment, but only for a moment ; 
the British bayonet was amongst them, and they bolted through the 
work, closely pursued by the Highlanders. In pe rforming this service 
the regiment had one officer wounded and about forty men killed and 
wounded, out of about 280 bayonets.

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THE TERRIBLE CALAMITY IN CHILI. 
One of the most heartrending catastrophes ever recorded in history 
has occurred at Santiago, the capital of Chili. On the S&h of 
December last the Church of La Compania in that city took fire, and 
of the congregation present at the time two thousand persons, mostly 
women, were burnt to death. 

For some years past this church has been specially devoted to the 
celebration of religious ceremonies connected with the doctrine of the 
Immaculate Conception. The time of their celebration lasts several 

days, and on the evening of the day when the catastrophe took place 
it was proposed that they should be brought to a close with all that 
pomp and magnificence in which the Church of Rome specially delights, 
The Church of La Compania was accordingly sumptuously decorated, 
whilst many thousand lights,

Not only was the interior of the thronged, 
but many who then thought themselves unfortunate in being 
unable to obtain admission crowded round the entrance to the 
church. 1¢ service had commenced but a short time when a crescent 
of lig placed at the foot of an image of the Virgin which stood 
above the altar set some of the drapery on fire. The flames were 
speedily communicated to the drapery covering the walls, and in a 
few minutes the interior of the church was a mass of flames. Horror- 
struck, the congregation strove to escape. The entrance to the 
church was, however, blocked up not only by those who thronged the 
passage, but by the crowd outside, and consequefitly an impenetrable 
barrier opposed the exit of those within.

Then followed a scene of 
The burning drapery, saturated with paraffin, 
fell in masses on the hapless congregation, whilst from the roof a 
rain of liquid fire poured upon their heads. Everyone strove with the 
energy of despair to reach the door and to force her way through 
the only outlet of escape. Those nearest the entrance ‘succeeded 
in effecting their escape, and the majority of the men who were 
present, partly, no doubt, by their superior strength, but chiefly 
owing to the fact of their not having penetrated far into the church, 
were enabled to fly from the burning ruins. In the mad struggle 
which took place within the church the unfortunate women speedily 
succumbed. The fire, however, did its work rapidly, and the shrieks 
which for some time rent the air were soon no longer heard. Within 
less than a quarter of an hour from the time when the fire first broke 
out nothing remained of more than two thousand wemen—the flower 
of the youth and beauty of the Chilian capital—than a mass of 
charred and blackened corpses. From the ruins of the church two 
hundred cartloads of human remains were removed on the following 
day by sorrowing relatives, who, in most cases, sought in vain to 
recognise in the ashes before them those whom a few hours before 
they had parted with animated with youth and life. . 

Such is a brief outline of a calamity which, for the horrors of its 
attendant circumstances, is perhaps unprecedented. Annexed are a 
few details gathered from different sources. 

So great was the crush at the doors that those outside (so it is 
positively affirmed) pulled off the arms of many in their endeavours 
to get them out. Some few children were saved by being passed 
over the heads of those inside, and a “huaso” on horseback saved 
several by means of his lasso, which he threw inside the church, and 
then put spurs to his horse, dragging out those who were attached to 
it. However, the lasso soon broke, and no other was procured before 
the roof fell in. 

Among the first arrivals on the spot soon after the alarm had 
spread was Don Bascunan Guerrero, the Governor of Santiago. He 
knew that his young sister and his niece were in the church, being 
devoured by the flames or crushed to pieees in the annexes; yet he 
never swerved from his duty, and, rather than sacrifice the public 
welfare to his own interests, he preferred to superintend in person the 
operations of the police, while he intrusted to some friends the search 
for his dying sister. 

The fire-engines worked well and unceasingly ; but no power of 
water could have extinguished the mass of inflammable matter, such 
as gauze, velvet, muslin, and ladies’ veils, fans, and mantillas, 
saturated with paraffin and thousands of pounds of wax, from the 
melting tapers that flowed down the steps of the altar. 

Though the utmost order and discipline prevailed among the police 
and fire-brigade departments, they completely failed in clearing the 
approaches to the doors of the church ; the maddened throngs pressed 
forward, and, rather than survive their fearful losses, attempted to 
force a passage into the huge furnace from which they had but a few 
minutes before narrowly made their escape. 

Notwithstanding these great obstructions, the gangs of men at the 
doors worked well and incessantly, and upwards of two hundred 
ladies were extricated from under the terrible living weight which 
was crushing them to death. 

Feats of heroic daring were performed by many individuals, 
Mr. Nelson, the United States’ Minister, and Mr. Meiggs, the railway 
contractor, made themselves conspicuous by their noble exertions to 
safe life. Mr. Nelson was instrumental.in saving the lives of fifty young 
ladies, and never deserted his post at the threshold of the doors until 
the roof had fallen in, when a complete shower of sparks and cinders 
seemed toenvelop him. He wascarried from the spot with his clothes 
smouldering and his hair singed to the roots. 

All the doors of the neighbouring houses had, meanwhile, been 
opened for the reception of the dying and the wounded. The palace 
of the Chambers, the Senate, and the lobbies of the Chamber of 
Deputies opposite, were crowded with dying girls, whose moans rent 
the air. Many were laid down to die on the crimson benches of the 
Senate ; and the great house of the representatives of the nation, in 
all its pomp and gilt trappings, was for a time turned into a charnel- 
house. The long line of carriages awaiting the return of those who 
had perished in the flames were now turned to account, and conveyed 
great numbers of ladies to their homes or to the hospital, where both 
English and native surgeons and physicians were in attendance. 

We give on page 133 an Engraving of the ruins of La Compania 
Church, from a photograph taken by Mr. Thomas Columbus Flelsby, 
photographer, of Calle del Estado, Santiago, who also obliging!y 
forwarded to us a detailed account of the fatal accident. The church 
of La Compania, built in the end of the seventeenth century by the 
Jesuits, had a spacious nave, but a roof of painted woed of very 
recent construction.

ROYAL INSTITUTION LECTURES. 

PROFESSOR TYNDALL gave his fourth lecture “ On Experimental Optics” 
on Thursday, Jan. 28, when he continued his illustrations of the phenomena 
due to refraction (such as the apparent elevation hy AL in clear 
water, &c.), especially referring to the cases of a ra t passing from a 
rarer to a denser medium, and the reverse. The density or rarity here referred 
to has no relation to the weight of the body, ag a light body may be optically 
denser, and therefore more refracting, than one lighter in w it. A ray of 
light transmitted through a denser medium to a rarer was shown to strike the 
common surface of both co obliquely that, on quitting the denser medium, it 
was refracted so as just to graze the surface, ig, a8 it were, im ed; and 
the angle between that ray and the perpendicular is termed - ey 
angle, the consequence being that the reflection of the light is total. To 
is due the brilliancy of the diamond and other stones, the 
sparkling sunlight or moonlight on the ripples’ in water, Gc.

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! of stone—either serpentine, trap, and most especially of it, a 
material which. from its peculiar mode of fracture, may, with a little skill, 
be formed into various useful shapes, for axes, chisels, knives, daggers, lances, 
&c. Of these articles Mr. Lubbock etated that about 2000 werein the museum at 
Dublin, between 1500 and 1600 at Stockholm, and about 30,000 in Denmark. 
These remarkable relics are found in three different positions, which 
Mr. Lubbock considered separately :—1, Ancient burial-mounds or tumuli ; 
2, the lake habitations of Switzerland; and, 3, the kj(kkenmiddings, or shell. 
mounds, of Denmark. Mr. Lubbock referred to mention of -mounis in 
Scriptural and classical history, such as the case of Achan, the King of Ai, and 
the tombs of Greek heroes ; and also commented on the great similarity w 
exists between the present houses of the Esquimaux and Siberians 
ancient mounds in which the grave was literally made the dwelling the 
dead. When a great man died, his people seem to have placed his corpse in a 
sitting position and to have surrounded it with such things as he most 
valued during life. Mr. Lubbock did not derive from these cireumstances 
any ground for supposing that the people of the stone period believed 
in a future state—making especial mention of the discoveries of Sir R. C. Hoare 
and Mr. Bateman. 2. After explaining the circumstances which led to the dis- 
covery of the lake habitations of Switzerland by Dr. Keller and [others in 
1852-3, and also referring to the account given by Herodotus of the Pesonfans 
who dwelt on platforms over Lake Prasias, he described several of these artificial 
islands, referring to diagrams and specimens of the stone and bone imple- 
ments, of the bones of various domestic animals, of wheat and barley, and 
even of parts of apples, all which were considered te afford good evidence of a 
higher degree of civilisation than is found in the remains of the corresponding 
period in Denmark in the numerous shell-mounds termed the “ Kjikkenmid- 
dingen.” These mounds, which abound on the coasts of Scandinavia, consist 
of the shells of oysters, cockles, mussels, and periwinkles, and other 
now extinct. A close examination of these and other remains gives the impression 
of their being those of a people very low in the human ecale, resembling the 
Fuegians and Australians of our own time, “In fact,” said Mr. Lubbock, 
“we scarcely realise the true condition of these wretched savages; the evidence 
is too conclusive to be producible ; and, if the geologist finds in the Australian 
mareupialia the last lingering representatives of races which have 
been long ago replaced by the higher forms of mammalia, so also the archeolo- 
| gist, amongst the miserable savages of Australia, finds implements and weapons, 
habits and customs, which in other and happier countries have long ago given 
way before the elevating influences of science, religion, and civilisation,” 
PROFESSOR TYNDALL’S fifth lecture (given on Tuesday last, the 2nd inst.) 
began with an illustrated explanation of the properties of various lenses, 
the defect in spherical lenses, termed ‘ spherical aberration,” being Hp aed 
noticed. The peculiarities in the human eye were next considered, and shown 
experimentally. For distinct vision, it is necessary that the rays from every 
point of an object should come to a focus upon the retina. Some eyes refract 
too much, and bring the rays to a focus too soon ; this is short sight, an@ can 
| be remedied by concave (or divergent) lenses. Other eyes do not refract 
enough ; this is long sight, and is corrected by convex (or convergent) lenses. 
The power which the eye possesses of accommodating iteelf to the distance of 
| Objects was pointed out, and stated to be due, not to muscular power, but 
| rather to the augmentation of the curvature of the crystalline lens. lessor 
| Tyndall referred also to the figures seen in the eye itself, the circulation in the 
retina, &c., as disclosed by Helmholtz’s ophthalmoscope ; and te the dark ton 
the retina, where it joins the optic nerve, &c. The lecture was concluded with 
illustrations of the phenomenon termed “ irradiation ’—viz., that a luminous 
object appears to the eye larger than it really is, which was proved in the 
cages of black and white rings, and other objects, illuminated by the rays of 
the electric lamp. The part of a platinum heated to redness also appears 
thicker than it really is.
